A verdict of suicide was returned 
Friday afternoon by a coroners jury 
investigating the death of Charles C.

One and one- 
half cups of flour are sifted with half 
a teaspoon each of soda, salt and 
cinnamon, To this add a cup of 
c arsely chopped nuts. Beat two 
eggs well and blend with half a cup 
of milk and add alternately with flour 
to the first mixture. Beat well, fla- 
vor with a teaspoon of lemon “juice 
and half a teaspoon of vanilla. Steam 
the same as brown bread, allowing 
40 minutes if cooked in individual 
cups, a convenient way of serving des- 
sert. Make a sauce of two beaten 
egg yolks and a cup of powdered su- 
gar, with a cup of whipped cream 
folded in lightly. Flavor with vanii- 
la or sherry, heap in a bowl and 
serve at once. You will itike this 
sauce with other puddings, either 
steamed or baked, and it adds won- 
ders to a simple bread pudding. 


Saving Heat. 

With a good-sized steamer one may 
cook enough potatoes or other vege- 
tables for one or two meals, with the 
same heat used for the pudding. For 
convenience in. removal, cut vegeta- 
bles are tied in cheese cloth. 

Another recipe that makes amaz- 
ingly good pudding is also quite eco- 
nomical. Melt two squares of choco- 
late over hot water and let stand 
until lukewarm. Beat one egg light 
with half a cup of sugar and mix one 
cup of milk. Pour this gradually 
over two cups of flour, which have 
been sifted with two and a half tea- 
sp,ons of baking powder and half a 
teaspoond of salt. Mix well, add the 
soft chocolate and steam one and one- 
half hours in a buttered mold. The 
melon mold is especially good for this 
pudding. Serve with either a hard 
or liquid sauce containing butter or 
cream to enrich it. This pudding is 
light and tender and serves six gener- 
ously.

5 and 10. At that period they 

are less dangerous, but if they 

are postponed until late childhood 
or adolescence they are both more 
erilous and more inconvenient. 

‘et this is what is happening 

now, especially in the upper 

classes. It would be all right 
to protect children from _infet- 
tion if there was any chance of 
their permanently escaping it, but 

there is no such chance and I 

would therefore encourage’ the 

taking of these diseases at the 
proper time.”

We 
bring just that beon to. every well- 
eared-for child in America when we 
immunize the typhoid fever. Bart 
there is no natural means of acquir- 
ing such immunity that is quite safe 
enough te risk.

The Tax Could Be Collected. 


Some persons object that such a tax 
would be hard to fully and equitably 
collect. 

That would depend upon the ma- 
chinery emploved by the state for its 
collection. 

If tax assessors and tax collectors 
were combined in every county into 
a single tax commissioner, as the con- 
stitution provides may be done, and 
the commissioner made to work, like 
other people do to earn their incomes, 
he could alone, or with deputies, 
round up the inhabitants of his area 
and take their returns and taxes with 
reasonable thoroughness. 

Several millions of dollars owing to 
the state every year now go uncol- 
lected because of either favoritism or 
laziness on the part of tax assessors 
and tax collectors. That fact is no- 
torious in nearly every county in the 
state, and the state can and should 
correct that situation.

The Injustice of Exemptions. 


Again, it is argued that there 
should be a liberal exemption of low- 
bracket incomes from taxation. 

That simply means establishing in- 
justice in the system from its birth, 
and that the greater part of those 
gainfully employed are to be allowed 
to escape paying rightful taxes to the 
state that grants them property, priv- 
ileves and personal protection. 

The great fact in the case is that 
the general assembly grossly violates 
the constitution of the state whenever 
and every time it grants an exemption 
from taxation. 

The constitution itself enumerates 
all lawful exemptions and was so 


worded as to prohibit any sort of 
favoritism to persons or classes in the 
levying and collecting of the revenues 
of the state. But what do legisla- 
tors «are for the ee 6s Y'll 
say, what? eh : 


Robbing the Kids of a Million. 

For instance, they purposely and 
deliberately allow the children’s school 
fund of the state to be robbed of 
$1,000,000 a year, by not compelling 
the tax collectors to collect the poll 
taxes due. to that fund under the 
constitution. 

The old asses excuse their nullifica- 
tion of the constitution and robbery 
of the kids by saying they do not 
want to make ne’er-do-wells and ae 
groes pay their poll tax and thereby 
become voters! 

Yet every word of that is bunk, for 
every man fit to sit in a legislature 
should know that the mere payment 
of a poll tax makes a voter of no 
one. There are other and far more 
qualifications to be presented by the 
would-be voter. 

The truth is that there is no honest 
excuse for not collecting that extra 
million of poll dollars. o

Rob Their Kids; Insult Their Women 

Not only do these  constitution- 
breakers rob their own children’s 
school funds, but they go further and 
insult their own women in a way that 
should be held by just juries to be a 
good ground for divorce. 

They have actually written into the 
tax act of Georgia that if a woman 
will renounce her right to register and 
vote, even for the safety of her home 
and the protection of her children, she 
shall not be required to pay a poll tax. 

That exemption is not only an in- 
sult of the most despisable character 
to every intelligent woman in the 
state, but it is as constitutionally il- 
legal as an act to exempt a rapist 
from any legal penalty.

Exempt Property; Tax Incomes. 

It is absolutely possible and prac- 
ticable, all other counsels to the con- 
trary, to free all ownable property in 
the state, from the ad Valorem tax.

North Carolina and other states, ‘to 
collect no taxes for the state from 
property, and leave it wholly to the 
mercy of the people who own it and 
who «.ill tax it for town and county 
purposes only. 

Then they will

France Continues to Be a Magnet 
for Gold—Last Week She Added || 
$43,600,000 to Her Pile—Full || 
Oil Output With Reference to 
Consumption Comes Up 
for Conjecture. 


France continues ta hea magnet for 
gold. She seems anxious to build up 
a greater pile of gold than any other 


nation in the world. Since the end of 
the war she has acquired more of the 
precious metal than England, Russia 
and Germany, and her hoklings are 
beginning to compare in size with 
those of the United States. 

Last week she added another $43,- 
600,000 to her pile, the largest weekly 
increase in all the- history of the 
Bank of France. Since July she has 
added $254,000,000 to her gold re- 
serves, } 

Since the stabilization of her franc 
two years ago French gold holdings 
have increased $882,000,000 and stand 
at the enormous figure of $1,972,- 
000,000—really more than the federal 
reserve banks held in the autumn of 
1918 and now only $1,044,000,000 un- 
der the present holdings of the United 
States. “ 

France and the United States io- 
gether hold nearly half of the mon- 
etary gold of the world. If the gold 
standard is to be maintained, tie 
financing of Europe's reconstruction 
will have to center very largely in 
these two countries. . 

But when the latest German loan 
of $125,000,000 was made, not a dol- | 
lar was subscribed by France, It’s a 
heavy responsibility—these two gold 
piles of the two richest republics on | 
earth. | 

A gold pile is not like an oil paint- | 
ing or a beautiful chair—something | 
to look at. It’s the life blood of na- 
tions. But some governments have >ut 
gold in the same class as the oil 
painting and the beautiful chair— 
something to look at. 


Will the output of fuel oil in the) 
United States be sufficient to main-| 
tain the domestic consumption? In 
1928 a total increase in domestic con- 
sumption in crude oil reached 13,000,- 
000 barrels over the two preceding 
years, while 1929 probably will show 
a similar increase. 

The national industrial conference 
board has pointed out that prompt 
action in adopting a conservation pro- | 
gram is necessary if the future fuel 
oil supply is not to be endangered. “Df 
the 400,000, barrels produced in 
1928, 360,000,000 represented domes- 
tie consumption and 40,000,000 was 
the net export. 

A decline of 50 per cent in the fuel 
oil supply in the United States, based 
on the situation in 1928, would really 
mean a decrease to 200,000,000 bar- 
rels. The decrease in domestic con- 
sumption, to be replaced by other 
sources of energy, would thus be about 
160,000,000 barrels, roughly equiva- 
lent to 45,000,000 short tons of coal, 
according to the conference board. — 

Now the oversupply of crude oil ix 
1929 led to an inereased supply of 
available fuel oil, so the estimated 
average wholesale selling price of 89 
cents a barrel in the United States 
was the lowest average price since 
1916. ; 

Fuel oil prices still continue very 
cheap, but it’s no indication that the 
future oil supply is unlimited and the 
oil should not be criminally wasted.

The average person, having achiev- 
ed a certain degree of prominence in 
his chosen field, is quite content to 
stick to the more or less prosaic duties 
which his particular work entails and 
let the call of adventure in the air go 
pretty much unanswered. Not so 
Harry G. Ballance, who, as southern 
district manager of ‘Paramount Dis- 
tributors Corporation, is a ‘‘big shot” 
in the southern movie field and one 
of the best known motion picture men 
in the country. 


Ballance, who has a lot of territory 
to cover for the Paramount corpora- 
tion—10 states, at least, extending as 
far west as Texas and as far north 
as Kentucky—months ago became 
thoroughly “fed up” on slow and 
grimy train travel. And so he became 
one of the best customers of air lines, 
using them wherever possible to make 
his customary business calls in the 
south and to attend business confer- 
ences and conventions in other parts 
of the country—as far away, even, as 
Los Angeles.
